Chuck Wrede (Sheriff) was present to discuss the purchase of a new sheriff pickup. He
presented 3 bids to the board. A discussion was had on repairing the 2015 Dodge Durango. It
was moved by Bernt and Seconded by Hull to take the Durango to JJ Sinclair Diesel Repair LLC to
fix any problems instead of purchasing a new vehicle. Ayes: all. Motion carried.
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Deb Hilker, Boyd County Emergency Manager, was present to give the board updates.
Frank Lechtenberg was present to discuss the maintainer Road District 6 bought last meeting.

Gary Connot, Boyd County Highway Superintendent, was present with the board. A discussion
was had on purchasing a pay loader. It was moved by Ruda and seconded by Derickson to put the
District 3 payloader - a 1978 950 Cat and the District 7 payloader - a 544C John Deere up for
bids on Big Iron. Ayes: all. Motion carried.

It was moved by Hull and seconded by Sinclair to set the bid date to purchase two loaders for
the county for April 25, 2023 at 11:00 a.m. Ayes: all. Motion carried.

Resolution 2023-03-28-1

Whereas Boyd County Nebraska has experienced above normal snowfall conditions;

And whereas, Boyd County, District #6, experienced a mechanical failure of the District’s
maintainer, which hindered and delayed the District’s ability to provide for safe passage of the
District’s roads;

And whereas, the County Board finds that the purchase of a used maintainer is necessary and
desirable to prevent the loss of life, health, or other property;

And whereas, the County Board made diligent inquiry of several dealers and auction sites as to
the availability of a maintainer that would meet the County’s requirements, as well as the
County’s budget;

The County Board hereby resolves as follows:

1. Competitive bidding is not required Pursuant to Neb. Rev. Stat. § 23-3109 because of the
unique requirements of purchasing an appropriately sized, used maintainer, of the
appropriate age, and with the appropriate hours of usage.

2. Competitive bidding is not required because the County Board, by majority vote, finds that
an emergency exists, and that the immediate purchase is necessary to prevent the serious
loss of life, health, or property.

3. The Chairman of the County Board is hereby authorized to execute the documents
necessary to purchase the used maintainer from Murphy Tractor for a price of
$168,275.00 with a trade of $35,000.00 for a total of $133,2758.00.

It was moved by Reiman and seconded by Ruda that whereas the Bridge fund borrowed
$600,000.00 from the General Fund last fiscal year, and the Bridge fund never received enough
money to pay it back, now the county board is forgiving the loan and is not going to require the
bridge fund to pay back the $600,000.00 as borrowed. Ayes: all. Motion carried.

It was moved by Bernt and seconded by Hull to authorize Nicolaus to sign the Utility agreement
for Spencer NW as presented in the amount of $12,275.46. Ayes: all. Motion carried.
